After  a  delay  of  nine  days  because  of  a 
lack  of  quorum,  the  second  session  of  the 
first  republican  Congress  was  formally 
opened  on  the  lath  instant.  The  message 
presented  by  Vice-President  Floriano  Peixoto 
was  received  and  read,  and  on  the  14th 
the  Senate  organized  and  re-elected  Prudente 
de  Moraes  to  the  vice-presidency  of  that 
house.  The  message,  we  regret  to  say,  lias 
occasioned  general  disappointment.  It 
devotes  much  space  and  effort  to  a  discussion 
of  the  petty  intrigues  and  conspiracies  of 
the  past  few  months,  which  should  have 
been  left  for  a  special  message  accompanying 
documents  when  that  question  is  called  up 
for  discussion,  and  it  leaves  all  of  the 
important  questions  which  affect  the 
organization  and  development  of  the  country 
practically  untouched.  Nothing  whatever 
is  said  of  the  election  of  a  President  as 
required  by  the  constitution,  and  nothing 
of  the  disorganization  of  the  states  through 
revolutionary  movements  since  last  No- 
vember. The  question  of  currency  is 
dismissed  with  a  half  dozen  lines,  the  bank 
question  is  merely  alluded  to,  and  all  the 
principal  problems  of  the  day  are  treated  in 
much  the  same  manner.     As  for  the  finances 
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of  the  nation,  not  one  single  complete 
return  is  Riven  on  which  an  idea  can  he 
formed  of  the  financial  situation  of  the 
country.  Everything  is  incomplete  ami  the 
brief  discussion  on  that  subject  is  therefore  a 
general  presumption  based  on  conjectures. 
In  view  o|  the  critical  situation  of  the 
country,  and  of  the  probability  that  the 
Treasury  will  soon  be  seeking  for  a  loan, 
this  oversight  is  absolutely  inexcusable.  In 
view  of  the  apparent  confusion  on  this 
subject,  of  the  absence  of  a  clearly  defined 
programme  for  the  session  and  of  the 
apathy  and  distrust  shown  bv  Congress,  we 
are  inclined  to  believe  that  the  session  now 
opened  will  prove  a  sterile  one,

The  state  of  Silo  Paulo  has  initiated  a 
measure  which  deserves  hearty  praise,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  no  effort  will  he  spared 
to  carry  out  the  work  begun  to  a  satisfactory 
conclusion,     Under   the   influence    of  the 
terrible  epidemics  in  Santos,  Campinas,  Rio 
Claro,   ltd,   Litneira  and  other  places,  the 
state  government    became   convinced   that 
something   must   be   done  to  improve  the 
sanitary  condition  of  those   places,   and  it 
therefore    resolved    to  send   abroad    for   an 
experienced  sanitary   engineer  to  examine 
the  towns  and  report    what    measures  are 
required  for  their  sanitication.    To  this  end, 
an    invitation    was    sent    to   a    prominent 
engineering  authority  in  the  United  States, 
who  has  undertaken  to  send  out  the  men 
required.      We     are      informed      that     a 
competent  man  is  now  on  his  way  out  for 
preliminary  examination  of  the  ground,  and 
his  report  will  serve  as  a  basis  for  the  more 
careful  studies  which  will  subsequently  be 
made.      It  has  too  frequently  been  the  case 
in   Brazil  that  work  of  this  description  lias 
been  thrown  away  simply  because  no  eflort 
was  subsequently  made  to  carry  it  into  execu- 
tion. This  time  we  trust  that  no  such  mistake 
will  be  made.     It  is  essentially  a  question 
of  life,  or  death.     The  sanitary  condition  of 
these  towns  has  become  so  bad  that  these 
deadly    visitations  of   fever   are    likely    to 
return    every  year.     The  prosperity  of  the 
country,  as   well  as  the  lives  of  its  people, 
are  at  stake,  and  something  effective  must 
be  done.     And  while  the  state  of  Si\o  Paulo 
is  trying  to  meet  the  emergency,  the  other 
Brazilian    states    should    not    ignore    the 
danger    at    their    own    doors.     There    is 
not  a  large  town  in  Brazil  whose  sanitary 
condition  is   good.     This  year  there   have 
been  fever  epidemics  all  along  the  coast,  and 
Rio  has  added   another  terrible  record   to 
those  which  have  made  her  name  a  reproach 
throughout  the    civilized  world.     In    this 
city    a    sanitary    investigation    is    now  in 
progress  which  is  bringing  things  to  light 
which  are  a  disgrace  as  well  as  a  danger. 
The  state  of  the  buildings  and  the  filthy 
conditions  in  which  a  large  percentage  of 
the   people    live   in    this    city    could    not 
help    but    breed    pestilence    and     death, 
Cleanliness,     fresh    air,    good    food    and 
wholesome  surroundings  are  essential    to 
health   all  the  world  over,  and  we  trust  that 
the     investigations    here     and    the    work 
projected  in  Sao  Paulo  will  lead  to  the 
permanent  acquisition  of  them  all. 


'UIE  PRESIDENTS  MESSAGE. 

On  the  opening  of  Congress  011  Ihe  I2tli  hist, 
there  was  read  a  message  from  the  President  of  the 
republic. 

After  some  preliminary  remarks,  the  message 
proceeds  to  treat  of  the  alleged  conspiracy,  which 
was  discovered  in  this  capital  on  the  10th  of  April. 

The  revolution  ol  Nov.  23rd,  it  says,  while  re- 
viving republican  virtues  throughout  the  country, 
wounded  interests  connected  with  the  government 
that  was  then  overthrown.  That  revolution,  which 
annulled  the  dictatorial  act  of  November  3rd,  also 
produced  "  a  tremendous  reaction  against  the 
methods,  usages  and  habits  that  had  been  implanted 
in  the  public  administration  and,  as  natural  corol- 
laries, political  movements  in  nearly  all  the  states." 

"  This  last  great  transformation  of  the  country  " 
was  not,  it  appears  from  the  message,  accepted  in  a 
spirit  of  resignation  by  the  interests  that  had  thereby 
been  wounded.  "Alarming  reports  were  sent  from 
this  capital  to  the  states,  and  from  the  states  to  the 
capital  ;  incredible  rumors  nourished  the  hopes  of 
some  and  stimulated  the  ambition  of  others."  All 
this,  says  the  President,  "  kept  the  conservative 
classes  in  a  state  of  alarm,  depriving  them  of  the 
tranquillity  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  their 
labors." 

"Partial  movements  in  the  slates,  ostentatious 
declarations  of  hostility  everywhere,  surprising 
attempts  to  reinstate  governors  who  had  been  de- 
posed for  having  acceded  to  the  coup  d'etat;"  such 
are  the  facts  which  he  points  out  as  convincing  the 
public  that  someone  was  endeavoring  to  organize 
"the  means  of  annulling  the  principle  of  authority 
and  of  restoring,  through  a  revolt  without  an  ideal 
and  without  principles,  a  past  condemned  by  the 
nation  in  the  revolution  to  which  we  owe  the  re- 
establishment  of  the  constitution  and  of  peace." 

The  message  then  alludes  to  the  unbridled, 
seditious  and  anarchical  language  of  the  opposition 
press  to  what  it  calls  the  attempt  to  excite  popular 


.id  to  the 
icessity,  hi 
alleged  effort*  to  discredit  Hmiil  ill.  (uieign  coun- 
tries, to  the  circulation  of  terrifying  rumors  with  n, 
view  til  sounding  and  Inflaming  public  opinion. 
From  this  '*  .subterranean  work,"  pset'ts  the  I'resi- 
dentj  emerged  the  mutiny  at  the  fortresses  of  Santa 
Cnu  and  Luge, 

Having  repressed  tins  mutiny,  coll ti linen  the 
message,  die  government  displayed  a  prudent, 
tolerant  anil  conciliatory  spirit,  thus  proving  its 
desire  to  promote  peace  and  harmony  ;  but  the 
violence  of  the  press  increased,  strikes  were  insti- 
gated, emissaries  were  sent  to  agitate  In  favor  of 
separation,  as  in  Minns  Hernes,  or  to  promote  sedi- 
tious movements,  even  in  tin:  barracks  of  thelroops, 
as  in  S.  Paulo  and  Matin  Grosso,  and  attempts  to 
Corrupt  the  troops  were  made  in  this  city.  Then 
followed  the  communication  addressed  to  the  Presi- 
dent by  thirteen  general  officers,  and  finally  the 
events  or  the  lolll  of  April. 

In  regard  to  these  events  the  message  contains 
little  that  is  new.  It  is  interesting  to  know,  how- 
ever,llint  it  ndoptR  the  version  which  represents  thai 
a  seditious  crowd,  headed  by  several  congressmen 
and  military  officers  of  high  rank,  made  an  actual 
attempt  to  depose  the  President,  having  been 
assured  by  orators  thai  several  battalions  of  troops 
would  tnke  part  in  the  movement, 

The  message  says  that  all  these  facts  are  joined 
together  like  links  in  a  chain,  and  that  it  is  thus 
that  Congress  must  consider  them  in  order  to  do 
justice  to  the  government.  It  attaches  much  Im- 
portance to  the  circumstantial  evidence  resulting 
from  these  facts,  and  also  alludes  to  statements 
made  by  witnesses  and  to  important  documents 
from  which  valuable  information  was  obtained.  In 
examining  'lie  various  kinds  of  evidence,  asserts  the 
message,  the  government  employed  two  days  of 
almost  consecutive  labor. 

The  message  defends  the  act  of  the  government 
banishing  certain  alleged  conspirators  and  imprison- 
iny  others,  some  of  whom,  it  states,  were  seen  in 
the  crowd  on  the  night  of  the  loth  of  April  crying 
out  that  they  were  going  to  depose  the  President; 
while  others,  though  taking  no  part  in  the  move- 
ment, bad  helped  to  prepare  it  and  had  declared 
that  they  were  ready  to  enter  into  action  at  any 
moment.  The  President  thinks  that  in  n  matter 
of  this  kind  it  is  impossible  and  out  of  place  to 
observe  legal  forms,  and  that  there  is  no  law  that 
requires  him  to  do  so. 

In  the  inquiry  into  the  mutiny  at  Santa  Cruz  and 
Laye  there  were  discovered,  says  the  message, 
traces  of  the  complicity  of  influential  persons  hold- 
iiiU  prominent  official  and  political  positions. 

The  movements  in  S.  Paulo  and  MinasGeraes 
the  President  does  not  consider  of  serious  import- 
mice.  That  in  Matlo  Grosso  he  regards  as  more 
serious,  but  still  not  so  important  as  it  is  represented 
by  the  slanderers  of  Brazil,  lie  thinks  it  probable 
that  order  has  already  been  re-established  in  that 
slate. 

He  says  that  on  the  15th  of  last  month  he  ad- 
dressed a  letter  to  the  President  ol  the  United 
States,  asking  him  lo  act  as  arbitrator  in  the  bound 
ary  question  between  Brazil  and  the  Argeutim 
Republic,  and  that  lie  has  acceded  to  the  proposal 
ol  the  United  States  government  for  postponing  for 
two  years  the  ratification  of  the  arbitration  treaty 
made  at  Washington  on  April  2K1I1,  1890. 

He  recommends  the  repeal  of  the  provision  in  the 
last  budget  for  the  extinction  of  certain  legations 
and  consulates,  a  provision  which,  for  reasons  stated 
in  the  message,  be  lias  not  executed. 

Among  the  other  measures  recommended  are  the 
following : 

Revision  of  the  penal  code;  reorganization  of  the 
judiciary  in  the  federal  district;  modification  of  the 
legislation  in  regard  to  mortgages  and  joint-stock 
companies  and  ol  the  bankrupt  law  ;  establlshmc 
of  agricultural  penitentiaries;  revision  of  the  law  of 
administrative  reorganization,  whose  execution, 
its  present  form,  is  impracticable;  organization  of 
Ihe  federal  district  ;  measures  lor  sanifying  the  city 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro;  alterations  in  the  laws  relating 
lo  civil  registry;  payment  of  special  bounties  lo 
volunteers  for  Ihe  army  in  addition  to  ihe  favors 
now  granted  by  law;  a  recruitment  law  for  the 
navy;  appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  male) id 
for  ihe  army  and  navy;  measures  for  extending 
railway  and  river  communications;  appropriations 
for  increasing  the  rolling-stock  on  the  Central  rail- 
way; measures  for  regulating  Lhe  monetary  circula- 
tion of  the  country  and  increasing  the  value  of  the 
currency. 

In  regard  to  public  revenue  and  expenditure  the 
President  says : 

"The  revenue  for  the  present  year  was  estimated 
at  207,992, 120$  and  the  expenditure  at  205,948,264$ 
12S,  but  by  Law  No,  36,  of  the  26th  ol  last  January 
there  were  authorized  expenditures  not  included  hi 
the  budget,  amounting  to  a  sum  exceeding  the  bal- 
ance in  favor  ol  the  revenue. 

"It  is  necessary,  however,  to  consider  that  in 
calculating  the  increase  in  the  revenue  the  following 
sources  were  taken  into  consideration  :  50  %  ad- 
ditional duties  on  imports;  10  %* additional  stamp- 
tax  :  200  reis  per  100$  on  shares  to  bearer  in  banks 
and  joint-stock  companies,  as  well  as  on  debentures 
and  bonds  payable  to  bearer;  \yz  %  on  dividends 
of  banks  and  companies;  10  %  additional  tax  on 
the  transfer  ol  property  in  the  federal  capital;  10  % 
tax  on  the  pay  of  congressmen  ;  10  %  on  the  ex- 
perliente  on  goods  free  from  import  duty;  tax  on 
tobacco  and  revision  of  the  tariff  and  of  lhe  dock 
and  storage  dues. 

"  The  work  of  revision,  however,  is  not  con- 
cluded. The  additional  duly  on  imports,  in  view  of 
the  claims  of  importers  for  exemption  therefrom  for 
goods  imported  before  the  provision  authorizing 
this  duty  went  into  operation,  has  only  been  col- 
lected regularly  since  the  end  ol  March  ;  the  collec- 
tion of  the  tax  011  tobacco  began  only  n  lew  days 
ago  ;  that  on  dividends  is  not  yet  in  force,  for  we 
are  still  in  (he  first  half  of  the  year;  and  that  on  the 
pay  of  congressmen  can  only  now  begin  to  be 
collected.  The  revenue,  then,  as  you  see,  in  the 
fir_t  quarter  of  the  year,  has  not  been  permitted  to 
profit  by  the  new  taxes,  and  consequently  there  is 
not  yet  a  sure  basis  for  calculating  the  revenue  of 
the  whole  year. 

"It  is  impossible  at  the  present  time  to  form  a 
correct  opinion  ol  the  revenue  and  expenditure  for 
the  two  half  years  o[  1S9I,  as  the  treasury  has  not 
yet  received  all  the  balance-sheets  bom  the  state  of 
Rio   de  Janeiro,  from  the  sub-treasuries  of  liahia, 


Periinmbuco  and  Rio  Grande  do  Sill,  and  from  the 
treasury  agency  in  London. 

"  The  documents  received  show  that  the  ordinary 
ami  extraordinary  revenue  amounted  to  201,605,- 
l5t$3S6  and  ihe  expenditure  lo  173,844, o,S5$6d6, 
leaving  a  balance  of  27,760,  iU5$72o'in  favor  of  ihe 
former. 

"This  ,-esult,  however,  will  lie  altered  in  the 
definite  settlement  of  the  year's  accounts,  for,  if  to 
the  receipts  thus  fur  known  the  presumable  amount, 
according  to  a  proportional  estimate.of  10,251,365$. 
207  for  the  balance-sheets  not  yd  received  ami  the 
amount  of  16,114, 700*763  for  iheadd'nioual  period, 
calculated  by  that  of  1890,  the  total  is  227,071,. 
3173356. 

"  Considering  on  the  other  hand  Mint  the  expen- 
tliture  cannot  be  inferior  to  thai  voted  for  the 
present  year,  or  205,948,264$ [ 28,  and  adding  lhe 
special  appropriations  in  1S91,  amounting,  accord- 
ing to  the  previous  report,  lo  10,709, 120^317,  and 
the  expenses  eliminated  from  the  present  budget  on 
account  of  the  transfer  of  the  respective  services  to 
the  municipal  council  and  to  the  slates,  or  appro  xi- 
mnu'ly  15,735,6645000,  the  total  expenditure  will 
amount  to  232.39J.«S7^445.  which  leaves  a  differ- 
ence of  4,421, S40I0S9  against  the  revenue, 

"  lint  during  the  year  ihe  net  product  of  deposits 
afnouuted  to  26,9i2,4i2$i2S,  not  including  those 
that  were  made  as  a  basis  for  the  issue  of  bank 
notes,  and  consequently  in  the  final  settlement  of 
the  year's  accounts  there  will  appear  a  balance 
amounting  approximately  to  22,490,5725059. 

"The  accounts  of  receipts  and  expenditures  in 
the  operations  of  credit  made  during  the  year  show 
a  balance  of  59,732,0741278  in  favor  of  tile  former. 

"  Adding  this  sum  to  that  of  22,400,572^030,  the 

balance  is  increased  lo  82,222,6461317,  including 

14,331, 382^861  in  the  bands  of  disbursing  officers, 

:h  may  be  regarded  as  expenditure  effected  but 

yet  audited  lor  want  of  the  necessary  docu- 
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"During  the  three  months  the  revenue  receipts, 
acenrding  lo  returns  received,  amounted  to  46,573,- 
542 $S  12,  a  sum  which,  apparently  inferior  lo  the 
annniui  ol  lasi  year's  receipts  during  lhe  corres- 
ponding period,  would,  however,  be  greater  il  it 
included  the  revenue  derived  from  certain  sources 
that  now  belong  to  lhe  stales." 

In  regard  to  the  decree  authorizing  the  loan  of 
25,11110,000$  to  banks,  the  message  says : 

"This  measure,  of  a  temporary  character,  de- 
termined by  circumstances,  has  not  produced  the 
result  accomplished  on  other  occasions,  for  the 
greater  part  of  lhe  establishments  thai  have  asked 
for  assistance  are  unable  to  offer  the  security  re- 
quired iiy  the  law  of  1885." 

In  relation  to  the  commission  appointed  to  report 
011  the  expediency  of  granting  government  aid  to 
irade  and  industry,  we  take  from  the  message  the 
fclloWi,.K  : 

"  I  await  Ibis  report,  which  will  soon  be  ready, 
lo  acquaint  you  with  lhe  plan  that  I  deem  most 
advisable  for  facilitating  credit  and  for  improving 
the  situation  of  the  branches  of  industry  that  de- 
serve this  assistance,  in  such  a  manner  as  will  pro- 
tect the  interests  of  the  treasury  ami  insure  the 
proper  distribution  of  the  means  solicited." 

The  depression  and  fluctuations  in  lhe  exchange 
market  the  President  attributes  lo  the  abnormal 
(political)  slate  of  the  country.  "  Hut,"  he  says, 
"  let  our  institutions  be  consolidated;  let  there  In- 
stability, judgment  and  patriotism  iu  the  admhiis 
nation;  let  a  good  budget  law  be  framed  and 
loyally  executed:  then,  I  assure  you,  in  a  very  shon 
iute  we  shall  see  confidence  thoroughly  restored  in 
he  productive  forces  of  the  country." 
Before  concluding  the  message,  he  adds  : 
"  The  causes  of  the  economic  and  financial  crisis 
hat  has  so  long  beset  us,  and  which  you  have 
nvestigaled  with  so  much  solicitude,  continue  to 
iperate,  and  you  will,  I  am  sure,  vole  measures 
maiding  the  government  to  overcome  them. 

"  Without  a  series  of  measures  tending  to  regit - 
iiilc  the  circulation  and  increase  the  value  of  the 
airrency,  confidence  cannot  be  revived." 


AID  TO  INDUSTRIES. 

On  the  I2th  inst.  lhe  Diario  Official  published 
the  report  ol  the  committee  appointed  on  April  51I1 
hy  the  minister  of  finance  to  study  lhe  question  of 
aid  to  industries. 

The  document  is  very  long,  and  is  not  so  much  a 
report,  as  a  declaration  of  opinion  as  to  what  steps 
are  necessary,  not  only  to  aid  industries  but  to 
generally  improve  the  financial  position  of  Urazil. 
We  restrict  ourselves  to  what  may  be  called  the 
recommendations  of  the  committee,  and  these  are  : 

Proceeding  to  the  examination  of  the  means,  of 
present  opportunity  and  of  tranistory  action,  for 
diminishing  present  difficulties,  the  committee 
considered  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  employ 
direct  and  indited  assistance. 

Among  the  first  were  suggested  : 

Hy  Visconde  de  Gunhy,  supported  by  Dr.  Hon- 
oiio  Ribeiro  :  The  mobili/.aiion  ol  the  gold  deposits 
existing  in  the  Treasury,  executed  through  the 
hanks  of  issue,  in  which  case  the  tieposits  would  lie 
placed  at  the  disposal  ol  the  banks  only  as  a  guar- 
antee fund  for  exchange  to  be  drawn  and  covered 
hy  the  said  banks  in  accordance  with  the  usages  of 
the  market.  By  this  means,  the  proposers  believed, 
would  be  secured  not  only  prompt  and  safe  re- 
sources which  would  be  furnished  by  lhe  banks 
charged  wiih  the  operation,  but  two  limber  salu- 
tary effects:  1st,  lhe  steadying  of  exchange ;  2nd, 
the  resulting  improvement  in  the  value  of  the  cir- 
culating medium. 

To  the  majority  of  the  committee  it  did  not  appear 
that  either  of  the  results  would  be  obtained  by  ihe 
proposed  measure  ;  rather  did  ii  seem  thai  the  fuel 
of  the  stale  being  obliged  to  operate  with  lhe  de- 
posits for  the  purpose  of  aiding  lhe  market,  when 
these  deposits  have  a  most  specific  purpose,  would 
produce,    as    immediate    consequences:     1st,     an 


accelerated  decline  in  exchange)  2nd,  a  greater 
depreciation  of  bank  paper,  with  the  addition  llmt 
hy  these  means  the  only  guarantee  of  this  paper, 
even  proportionate,  and  the  means  of  its  redemp- 
tion would  be  eliminated, 

Councillor  Munoel  Pinto  de  Sottza  Dumas  in- 
clined towards  ihe  application  of  Law  No.  3,263  of 
July  iStll,  [885,  Willi  amplifications  both  as  to  the 
quantum  of  subsidies  to  be  distributed  and  as  lo 
lhe  quality  of  lhe  securities  to  he  accepted  in  guar- 
antceoflheadvanr.es  to  be  made  by  the  Treasury, 
He  considered  very  limited  the  maximum  of 
25,000,000$  of  the  1SS5  law,  and  luvored  lhe  in- 
crease to  50,000,000$  of  the  total  amount  of  issue 
intended  to  subsidize  industrial  enterprises,  thro.mh 
the  credit  establishments.  Ii  appeared  to  him  that 
Law  No.  2,565  of  May  29ih,  1S75,  offers  in  $,  „f 
Art,  I  a  reasonable  and,  for  the  interests  of  ihe 
Treasury,  a  safe  increase,  once  there  be  lelt  lo  the 
appreciation  of  the  government  the  value  of  securi- 
ties offered,  and  he  believed  that  tins  law  would 
serve  as  a  basis  for  lhe  decreeing  of  assistance. 

It  was  suggested  to  the  committee  that  among 
these  securities  might  be  included  hypothecary 
notes-,  which  have  already  merited  the  favors  of 
An.  333  of  Decree  No.  370  of  May  2nd,  1890,  in 
leaving  a  sufficient  margin  upon  their  quoted  value. 
This  idea,  although  it  has  been  already  availed  of 
by  the  government,  has,  nevertheless,  the  imper- 
fection or  an  issue  of  paper  money,  increasing  the 
mass  of  the  already  so  depreciated  circulating 
medium,  and  possibly  productive  ol  an  unfavorable 
impression  111  foreign  markets,  thus  leading  lo  a 
greater  depression  in  exchange,  which  constitutes 
the  real  danger  at  the  present  lime.  This  defect 
is,  however,  attenuated  by  the  fact  that  the  measure 
brings  with  it,  on  a  parity  with  the  issue,  the  regu- 
lation of  its  redemption,  which  will  be  effected  '  by 
the  capital  advanced  and  in  proportion  to  the  return 
or  ihe  repayment  of  this,  it  being  possible  lo  re- 
establish the  provisions  of  the  Law  of  |uly  iSih, 
1SS5,  which  applied  the  interest  stipulated  in  the 
contracts  with  the  banks  lo  the  redemption  of  the 
paper  issued,  by  cancelling  Art.  3  of  Law  No. 
3,396,  of  November  24th,  iSSS,  which  had  altered 
it  in  this  respect. 

A  fourth  idea  was  submitted  to  the  committee: 
this  consists  of  the  issue  of  preference  securities 
issued  by  the  banks  upon  the  guarantee  of  the  real 
estate  and  machinery  of  the  industrial  enterprises, 
interest  equal  to  lhe  rate  of  discount  (S  and  0  per 
cent.)  payable  by  the  said  enterprises,  endorsed  by 
the  banks  and  guaranteed  by  the  government,  it 
appears  proper  that  Ihe  committee  mention  this 
remedy,  which  aims  at  elevating  the  credit  of  well- 
founded  enterprises  by  improving  lhe  value  of  their 
industrial  securities,  and  the  charge  falling  upon 
llic  Treasury,  only  in  the  contingency  of  the  failure 
ol  the  enterprise. 

Finally,  an  issue  of  special  government  stock-,  at 
6  per  cent,  interest  and  redeemable  in  five  years 
optionally,  or  in  ten  years  necessarily,  was  sug 
gested.  This  is  an  operation  analogous  to  that  of 
the  so-called  American  Jivc-hoenties  adopted  by  the 
United  Slates  since  1SG2,  when  they  were  issued 
with  the  greatest  success  to  the  amount  of  515 
millions  of  dollars,  and  where  the  issues  have 
always  been  successful;  the  redemption  of  these 
securities  to  the  amount  of  42!  '.  millions  of  dollars 
issued  in  1868  was  realized  in  1888. 

In  France  the  law  of  July  20th,  1870,  authorized 
the  issue  of  similar  securities  to  those  in  question, 
reducing  to  leu  years  the  period  for  definite  redeinp- 
Lion  established  lor  the  Ameiican  description  (20 
years)  and  the  securities  representing  the  for- 
inula  5-10. 

The  defects  ibat  are  commonly  noted  in  this 
operation,  where  the  redemption  falls  upon  the 
government  are  :  a  -the  redemption  is  not  gradual 
through  means  furnished  by  the  revenue,  hut  the 
hypothesis  may  arise  that  the  redemption  must  be 
effected  by  means  of  a  new  loan,  when  lhe  period 
of  obligatory  payment  is  reached  ;  /> — il  may  happen 
that  the  expnation  of  the  period  for  redemption 
coincides  with  an  epoch  of  economic  crisis,  and 
that  greater  and  less  readily  surmounted  difficulties 
will  arise. 

The  first  difficulty  has  been  provided  against  by 
lhe  practice  adopted  of  voting  nil  annual  appro- 
priation for  the  redemption  of  t he  securities,  as 
occurred  in  France,  where  in  1S79  the  5-10  bonds 
0!  1870  were  satisfied. 

The  second  difficulty  is  diminished  hy  the  re- 
demption, with  annual  appropriations  in  the  budget, 
of  the  bonds,  after  the  filth  year  of  their  issue,  'the 
final  payment  of  the  balance  in  circulation  lo  be 
completed  within  ten  years, 

Il  is  true  dial  the  definite  poind  of  redemption 
may  coincide  with  a  period  of  crisis;  in  such  a 
hypothesis  the  abnormal  coincidence  would  justify 
the  extraordinary  resource  of  converting  such  bonds 
into  those  of  a  new  loan. 

The  measure  offers  the  following  advantages  : 
1st— there  is  no  increase  of  the  circulating  medium, 
and  consequently  it  will  not  produce  the  further 
depreciation  nf  ihis  ;  2nd— it  will  appeal  to  capital, 
withdrawn  through  distrust,  ami  which  seeks  em- 
ployment without  remuneration  in  the  government 
savings  banks  of  this  city,  which  offer  to  it  lhe 
guarantee  furnished  by  lhe  Treasury. 

Assuming  as  a  basis  the  form  usually  adopted 
in  the  issue  of  such  securities,  the  government 
should  stipulate  in  the  contracts  to  be  executed  with 
the  intermediary  banks,  which  are  selected  :  a — 
the  description  of  the  bonds,  the  interest  and 
nominal  value  ;  b— the  period  within  which  ihe 
banks  will  provide  for  withdrawal  and  redemption  ; 
c— lhe  proviso  of  the  responsibility  of  these  insti- 
tutions in  case  of  remissness  in  complying  with  the 
said  obligation. 

This  plan  moposed  by  the  lelatot  (organizer  ?) 
was  accepted  hy  lhe  chairman,  and  was  not  opposed 
by  Councillor  Manuel  Pinto  de  Souza  Datilas. 

Visconde  ii1;  Gunhy  had  no  objections  to  adopt- 
ing the  scheme,  if,  lor  the  greater  facility  in  placing 
the  securities,  and  the  free  disposal  of  capital  em- 
ployed in  them,  they  were  made  legal  tender  in 
payments  to  public  departments,  "and  holders 
allowed  to  employ  them  in  ihe  settlement  of  their 
transactions.   In  this  respect  Dr.  Honono  Ribeiro's 

No.  2,565  nf  May  29th,  1S75,  was  preferable,  not 
only  because  it  was  less  onerous  lo  the  Treasury, 
but  because  ii  appeared  lo  be  of  more  prompt 
application  ;  Ihis  opinion  he  based  upon  the  belief 
Hint   a   superabundance  of  the  circulating   medium

Indirect  Means. 
These  will  particularly  favor  industrial  companies. 
According  to  data  furnished  by  the  Treasury  ami 
Custom-house,  the  indirect  favors  are  no  light 
wemht  upon  the  estimate!  of  receipts,  by  reducing 
the  revenue;  they  are  exemption  from  import 
duties  ami  expedimie,  from  house  tax,  horn  that  on 
the  transfer  of  property  and  others,  "i°  merely

The  committee  is  of  opinion  that  nssUance  might 
be  extended  (indirectly)  to  manufacturing  enter- 
prises and  to  those  of  communication ;  lo  the  latter 
only  where  the  roads  are  directed  lo  points  not  as 
yet  served  by  railways,  where  there  already  exists 
production  that  assures  a  reasonable  movement 
and  well-founded  expectations  ol  an  increased  de- 
velopment of  production  in  a  near  period. 

The  means  of  selection  for  the  distribution  of 
assistance  lo  industries,  capable  of  existence,  should 
be  left  in  the  charge  of  the  banks,  which  should 
only  admit  to  participation  in  such  aid  industrial 
companies  with  sound  elements  of  vitality. 

As  regards  indirect  means  nf  assistance,  the  gov. 
eminent,  in  permitting  exemption  from  duties  by 
the  already  adopted  method,  and  in  reducing  the 
customs  tariffs  has  .lone  what  was  possible,  with- 
out subverting  principles  that  defend  certain  classes 
against  the  effects  of  socialism  by  the  stale. 

As  regards  the  manufactures  of  (he  country,  the 
protectionist  tariffs,  although  lo  be  employed  with 
extreme  prudence,  may,  nevertheless,  serve  as  an 
indirect  means  of  assistance,  the  efficacy  of  which  is 
attested  by  the  economic  history  of  those  nations, 
which  have  in  the  greatest  degree  advanced  in  in- 
dustries, commerce  and  wealth, 

The  fact  recently  observed  that  England  itself  is 
inclining  to  the  adoption  of  protective  tariffs,  with- 
drawing  from  the  regimen  ol  free-trade  under  which 
it  has  been  living,  is  an  evident  indication  that  a 
marked  evolution  is  in  operation  within  the  econo- 
mic theories  of  the  great  producing  and  commercial 
countries.  It  appears  that  they  seek  to  protect 
their  products  against  the  depreciation,  resulting 
fiom  the  stagnation  caused  by  their  exclusion  from 
consuming  markets,  through  the  effects  of  prohibi- 
tive taxes  adopted  in  the  McKinley  bills,  which  seem 
to  establish  the  beginning  ol  a  customs  tariff  war. 

It  is  lime,  the  commission  begs  permission  to 
remind  the  government,  for  it  to  adopt  an  indus- 
trial policy  founded  upon  safe  bases ;  based  upon 
careful  study  and  observation. 

If  it  be  certain  that  to  agriculture  should  be 
afforded  an  abundance  of  all  favors,  principally 
such  as  are  based  upon  laws  for  the  organization  of 
labor,  it  is  no  less  certain  that  in  a  country  where 
the  permanent  condition  is  an  inequality  in  the 
relations  of  international  trade,  which  affects  most 
unfavorably  the  exchange,  it  is  intuitive  thai  to 
encourage  the  development  of  industries  of  possihh 
acclimation  is  desirable,  as  a  subsidiary  means  of 
assisting  in  the  equilibrium  of  international  trade, 
by  the  reduction  of  imports  and  the  development 
of  national  wealth. 

A  well-considered  protection  for  domestic  indus- 
tries, rendered  effective  by  a  revision  of  the  customs 
tariffs  would  stimulate,  on  1  he  part  of  the  govern- 
ment, the  initiation  of  a  spirit  of  enterprise  worthy 
of  encouragement.

All  the 
e,  no  time  should  be  lost  in  taking  action,  for 
when  ihe  affairs  of  a  company  like  the  Companhia 
Geral  come  under  the  hands  of  a.  liquidator,  there 
no  saying  what  may  happen. 

We  are  glad  to  sec  that  debenture-holders  in 
these  lines  arc  taking  the  advice  we  have  so  strongly 
urged  Messrs.  Robert  Benson,  Robert  Harri- 
son, Alexander  Henderson,  \Y.  Cuthbert  Cjuilter, 
M.P.,  William  Trotter,  and  Henry  Ycrnet  have 
formed  themselves  into  a  committee  to  defend  the 
interest  of  the  bondholders  of  lines  controlled  by 
the  Companhia  Genii.  These  gentlemen,  who  in 
more  than   one  fashion  are   largely  interested  in 

-cstment  trusts,  have  every  reason  to  look 
closely  after  the  interests  of  bondholders.  \N  e 
should  therefore  advise  all  holders  to  place  them- 
selves immediately  in  communication  with  the 
committee,  and  press  for  energetic  action.  As  we 
stated  last  week,  the  juncture  is  not  one  that 
admits  of  any  delay.  By  the  bye,  we  note  that 
two  of  the  leading  spirits  in  the  creation  of  the 
Companhia  Geral  have  been  arrested,  and  some 
remarkable  revelations  will  shortly  be  made,  if  we

BRAZILIAN  RAJLWA  VS. 
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The  utter  collapse  of  the  Companhia  Geral  de 
Estradas  de  Ferro  no  Brazil  has  led.  to  worse 
trouble  than  was  at  first  anticipated.  As  English 
holders  of  the  various  debenture  issues  guaranteed 
by  the  company  very  judiciously  refused  to  convert 
their  bonds  into  direct  obligations  of  the  Companhia 
Geral  it  was  hoped  that  little  inconvenience  would 
be  occasioned  here  by  the  breakdown.  But  already 
the  interest  upon  two  British  issues— one  <_>f  the 
Leopoldina  company,  and  one  of  the  Rio  de 
Janeiro  and  Northern  company-has  not  been  able 
to  be  paid,  -while  it  is  feared  that  the  interest  in 
the  case  of  several  of  the  other  issues  will  not  be 
met  when  it  falls  due.  In  view  of  this  serious 
position  of  affairs,  it  would  be  wise  for  the  holders 
of  debentures  guaranteed  by  the  Companhia  Geral 
to  take  immediate  action .  Their  refusal  to  convert 
their  bonds  lias  left  them  with  a  clear  lien  upon  the 
respective  lines  upon  which  the  debentures  were 
issued.  The  Companhia  Geral  obtained  control  by 
acquiring  the  share  capital  of  each  of  the  companies, 
which  was  held  entirely  in  Brazil.  Now  that  de- 
fault has  taken  place,  this  controlling  power  at  once 
disappears;  and  if  there  is  no  flaw  in  the  security 
of  the  debenture-holders,  they  should,  as  speedily 
as  possible,  enter  into  possession  of  their  proper- 
ties and  so  separate  them  from  the  mass  of  rubbish 
that  goes  so  largely  to  form  the  property  of  the 
Companhia  Geral.  Nothing  short  of  this  should 
satisfy  the  debenture-holders,  for  the  position  IS 
not  one  that  will  be  improved  by  any  shilly-shally 
policy.  The  amount  involved,  too,  is  very  large, 
for  the  issues  interested,  in  one  way  or  another,

SHIPPING  D1FFICUL  TIES. 

Rio  de  Janeiro,  14th  May,  iSqs. 
To  the  Editor  of  THE  Rio  NEWS. 

Sir,— Public  attention  has  already  been  directed 
to  the  shameful  treatment  which  ships  in  lids  port 
are  receiving  from  the  Central  railway.  In  further 
explanation  of  this  matter,  permit  me  to  place 
before  your  readers  the  following  facts. 

In  the  first  place  their  charier  parties  stipulate  in 
most  cases  that  the  railway  will  receive  loo  tons  per 
working  day.  The  average  discharge,  however, 
foots  up  to  only  40  to  50  tons  a  day,  which  is  fur- 
Iher  diminished  by  non-appearance  ol  lighter*, 
feast-days  and  heavy  rain.  Then  again,  a  small 
lighter  is  furnished  which  holds  from  20  lo  40  tons 
only,  and  then  it  is  claimed  that  the  ship  has  failed 
to  discharge  the  stipulated  quantity,  although  no 
other  lighter  is  furnished  on  that  day.  Still  fur- 
ther,  it  sometimes  occurs  that  the  lighter  is  not 
alongside  before  II  or  12  o'clock,  and  then  if  the 
stipulated  quantity  is  not  discharged  it  is  considered 
the  ship's  fault.  And  as  for  ihe  feast-days,  lliey 
are  so  numerous  that  one  wonders  what  lliey  are 
tor.  As  these  days  are  ruled  nut,  they  become  a 
source  of  constant  injustice  to  ship-masters.  As  (or 
the  clause  in  regard  10  the  discharge  of  100  tons  a 
day,that  quantity  is  rarely  ever  taken  and  was  never 
meant  to  he.  It  was  simply  inserted  ns  n  bait  to 
obtain  ships  at  reduced  rates  of  freight  because  ol 
quick  dispatch.  Il  can  be  proved  that  since  Feb- 
ruary the  railway  has  received  the  quantity  of  coal 
stipulated  only  on  a  very  few  occasions. 

In  regard  to  the  question  of  demurrage,  I  am 
convinced  that  a  court  ol  law  would  decide  in  tavor 
ot  the  ship  and  that  all  days  must  count.  No  man 
would  object  lo  a  reasonable  number  of  11  on -working 
days,  but  when  these  run  into  months,  with  his  ship 
being  destroyed  by  worms  while  used  as  a  ware- 
house by  irresponsible  parties,  lie  certainly  has  a 
just  cause  for  complaint.  If  il  is  a  benefit  for  ihe 
railway  to  use  our  ships  lor  warehouses,  then  they 
should  be  willing  lo  pay  us  for  the  privilege. 

The  idea  that  a  charter  party  is  binding  only  upon 
the  ship  is  one  that  will  hardly  bear  discussion. 
No  court  of  law  will  listen  to  such  an  absurdity.  It 
is  too  grossly  one-sided  even  lor  defence.  The  claim 
that  the  consignees  here  can  determine  what  shall 
constitute  a  working-day  is  also  questionable,  for 
they  have  failed  to  receive  their  merchandise  during 
the  specified  lay  days,  and  are  therefore  seeking  lor 
temporary  excuses  to  shield  themselves  from  the 
claims  of  ihe  ship-owner  for  damages  on  account  of 
delays.  If  they  break  the  agreement,  then  the  ship 
should  have  ihe  protection  of  the  law. 

Il  is  well  to  note  that  ihe  ship-owners  at  home 
have  at  last  combined  and  have  petitioned  Lord 
Salisbury  for  protection.  This  has  led  to  instruc- 
tions to  our  minister  here  to  investigate  the  matter, 
and,  as  I  am  informed,  Mr.  Wyndham  has  already 
addressed  a  note  to  the  Brazilian  government  on 
the  subject.  I  believe  that  our  just  claims  against 
the  Central  railway  will  eventually  be  recognized 
and  paid,  and  captains  should  therefore  keep  then- 
affairs  in  order  and  insist  on  their  rights.  These 
shamelul  abuses  cannot  go  on  forever,  and  I  believe 
that  the  British  government  will  insist  that  justice 
shall  be  done. 

It  is  also  well  to  note  that  ship-owners  will  not 
submit  lo  further  abuses  of  the  kind  practiced  in 
this  port  during  the  past  summer.  They  will  hence- 
forth see  lliat  there  is  no  quibbling  over  the  mean- 
ing  ol  Ihe  charter  party,  and  that  lull  security  is 
given  for  all  claims  arising  on  account  of  demur- 
rage, etc.  The  government  has  already  had  to 
deposit  security  in  England  (a  few  days  aBo)  for 
such  claims  before  a  shipment  of  coal  could  be 
made,  and  many  owners  and  captains  are  now 
refusing  lo  accept  a  freight  lor  Brazil  at  any  season. 
These  are  all  results  of  the  abuses  to  which  we  have 
had  to  submit  during  the  past  season.  There  will 
he  no  more  faith  in  contracts  made  with  the 
Brazilian  government  for  bringing  out  coal  to  the 
Central  railway  until  these  abuses  cease  and  ship, 
owners  are  treated  here  as  they  are  in  othei 
civilized  ports. 

Trusting  that  we  may  yet  see  better  things  ii 
this  port,  which  is  beautiful  enough  for  an  infinitely 

better  name  than  it  now  enjoys,  I  lei

— The  April  customs  receipts  at  Montevideo 
amounted  to  784,516.60, 

—The  Uruguayan  Congress  is  also  suffering 
from  a  chronic  attack  of  "  no  quorum." 

It  is  said  that  a  majority  of  the  Argentine 
Congress  is  favorable  to  a  continuation  of  the  state 
of  siege, 

—Telegrams  received  at  Buenos  Aires  confirm  i 
the  election  of  :*r.  Bnptista  to  the  presidency  of 
Bolivia. 

—In  Paraguay  gold  is  quoted  at  625  to  630. 
Argentine  paper  is  even  quoted  at  70  to  80  per 
cent,  premium. 

—Tire  United  States  minister  to  Uruguay,  Hon, 
George  Maney,  left  for  home,  via  Europe,  on  a 
leave  of  absence,  on  the  2nd  inst. 

—The  number  of  frozen  sheep  exported  from 
Argentina  during  the  first  4  months  of  the  current 
year  was  345,401,  against  415,42"  in  the  same 
period  of  last  year. 

During  1891  there  were  8,230  births  (of  which 
935  illegitimate  J,  1,104  marriages  and  5,214  deaths 
in  the  department  of  Montevideo.  'Ihe  population 
is  estimated  at  230,000.  There  were  50  murders 
and  350  still-births. 

—His  Lordship  Bishop  Stirling  of  the  Falkland 
Islands,  arrived  here  on  Thursday  from  Stanley 
and  left  next  day  for  Buenos  Aires  where  he  will 
remain  a  few  weeks  and  then  proceed  to  Valparaiso 
and  the  West  Coast.  —  Uruguay  Nr,vs,  May  1st. 

—The  population  of  Buenos  Aires  is  now  esti- 
mated at  539,200.  In  March  there  were  2,058 
births,  313  marriages  and  829  deaths.  Among  the 
deaths  were  105  still-births,  130  from  contagious 
diseases,  6l  from  typhoid  fever  and  67  from 
pneumonia,  etc. 

—Great  activity  has  been  manifested  at  Buenos 
Aires  lately  in  preparations  for  the  Chicago  expo- 
sition. The  commission  has  asked  for  2,500  square 
metres  space  for  the  Argentine  exhibit,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  this  exhibit  will  equal,  if  not  sur- 
pass, any  that  has  ever  been  sent  out  of  the 
country. 

—Montevideo  was  startled  in  an  extraordinary 
manner  on  the  3rd.  The  Senate  mustered  courage 
enough  to  refuse  confirmation  of  a  commission 
nominated  by  the  government  for  the  liquidation  of 
the  Banco  National.  It  is  said  that  this  is  the 
first  time  the  Uruguayan  Senate  has  shown  so 
much  independence. 

We  wonder  if  there  is  another  example  in  the 

whole  world  similar  to  that  of  the  Uruguayan 
legislator  who  votes  himself  an  exaggerated  salary 
out  of  the  treasury  of  a  defaulting  state,  and  then 
takes  no  trouble  to  earn  it?— Montevideo  Times. 
Yes,  neighbor,  there  is  I  The  Brazilian  lawmaker 
has  been  doing  that  sort  of  thing  for  a  good  long 
time. 

—The  works  of  the  Trasandine  railway  on  the 
Chilian  side  of  the  Andes  were  recently  inspected 
by  President  Montt  and  the  minister  of  foreign 
affairs.  It  is  probable  that  Congress  will  grant  the 
modification  of  the  concession  required  by  the 
English  contractors,  who  are  already  deeply  invol- 
ved, and  so  enable  them  to  raise  funds  sufficient  to 
finish  this  important  enterprise, 

Ihe  cargoes  of  four  vessels  caught  poaching  on 

the  Patagonian  coast,  were  recently  sold  at  auction 
in  Buenos  Aires.  They  had  297  tons  of  guano, 
which  was  sold  at  $92,  $65  and  $51  per  ton. 
They  also  had  a  large  number  of  seal  skins.  The 
sale  realized  $23,000,  which  will  be  divided  among 
the  officers  and  crew  of  the  a$  de  Mayo,  the  naval 
vessel  which  effected  the  capture. 

—The  public  indebtedness  of  the  province  of 
Buenos  Aires  now  amounts  to  $192,000,000,  all  of 
which  has  been  accumulated  since  1880.  The 
population  of  the  province  is  estimated  to  be 
800,000,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  debt 
averages  $240  per  capita.  Add  to  this  the  national 
debt  and  we  have  enough  to  make  the  future  of 
the  citizen  of  that  province  very  problematical. 

—"The  government  must  go  out  of  the  banking 
business,  keep  out  of  theatrical  speculations,  sell 
out  of  mortgage  brokerage,  wind  up  its  pawn-shop, 
finish  up  railway-running,  quit  marketing  and 
costermongery,  and  then  it  can  abandon  the  stamp 
tax,  taxes  on  trying  to  get  a  living,  the  tax  on  mar- 
riage and  dying,  the  tax  on  light  and  air,  on  walk- 
ing and  driving,  and  still  have  quite  enough  for  an 
efficient,  liberal  and  honest  administration."— 
Buenos  Aires  Herald, 

—On  April  26th  the  Argentine  Supreme  Court 
decided  that  the  persons  sent  to  Montevideo  by 
order  of  the  President  could  return  to  that  country, 
without  prejudice  to  the  President's  powers  during 
the  state  of  siege ;  as  regards  the  other  persons 
under  arrest  the  court  will  decide  not  to  interfere. 
The  grounds  of  this  judgment  are  that  the  Presi- 
dent has  declared  that  all  the  arrests  were  made 
during  a  state  of  siege  in  pursuance  of  the  powers 
given  to  him  by  Art.  23  of  the  national  constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  deportation  to  Montevideo  was 
ordered  under  the  idea  that  the  persons  sent  there 
had  elected  to  be  sent,  rather  than  to  any  part  of 
this  republic,  which  was  a  mistake,  and  without 
such  consent  they  could  not  lawfully  be  sent  out  of 
the  country.  One  of  the  exiles  returned  to  Buenos 
Aires  on  the  strength  of  this  decision  and  was  at 
once  arrested.

—In  Ceara  after  12  days  of  oppressive  heat  there 
was  a  violent  rainstorm  on  the  13th. 

—  Rubber  from  the  Rio  Punis  was  quoted  at 
5^150  per  kilo  nt  Para  on  the  12th. 

--The  coachman  of  Dr.  Miranda  Azevedo  was 
murdered  in  S.  Paulo  on  the  night  of  the  I  Ith. 

—In  April  there  were  441  deaths  in  the  capital 
of  Ceara  against  142  in  the  corresponding  month  of 
I89L 

■The  Solitudes,  which  had  put  back  to  Santa 
Catharina  in  distress,  sailed  again  for  Matto  Grosso 
via  Montevideo  on  the  13th. 

•In  February  there  were  shipped  from  Parahyba 
10  Liverpool  513.500  kilos  of  cotton-seed,  officially 
valued  at  5,i33$5oo.  In  March  the  quantity 
ivas  430,000  kilos,  officially  valued  at  5,590$. 

—The  Diarh  Popular,  of  8.  Paulo,  of  the  I2th 
.nst.  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  7  bananas,  sent 
from  Belem  do  Descalvado,  weighing  3  kilos  and 
400  grammes,  or  an  average  of  485  grammes  (over 
a  pound)  each. 

-In  S.  Paulo  the  executive  committee  of  the 
opposition  advises  its  partisans  not  to  take  part  in 
the  election  of  president  to-day,  but  to  reserve  all 
their  efforts  for  the  municipal  electors.  State  elec- 
tions are  apparently  very  exhausting. 

.  -The  legislature  .of  Minas  Gcraes  on  the  I2tli 
inst.  rejected  the  measure  requiring  the  municipal 
chamber  of  Ouro  Preto  to  remove  Dom  Pedro  IPs 
portrait  from  the  wall  in  its  principal  room.    There 

Ere  only  three  votes  in  favor  of  the  measure. 

—The  Ceara  state  legislature  was  formally 
opened  on  the  I2th.  The  provisional  governor, 
Major  Benjamin  Liberal  Harroso  tendered  his 
resignation,  but  was  requested  to  remain  in  office 
until  Ihe  adoption  of  another  constitution  and  the 
election  of  a  successor. 

■  On  the  lothinst.  the  minister  of  marine  re- 
ceived a  communication  from  Capt.  Francisco  Jose 
Vieira,  commander  of  the  flotilla  at  Corumba,  ex- 
pressing  his  willingness  to  obey  the  government's 
orders.  On  the  same  day  Congressman  Azevedo 
received  a  telegram  from  Cuyaba.  stating  that  Col. 
Gencroso  Ponce  at  the  head  of  1,000  civilians  had 
entered  that  city,  defeating  the  troops  of  the 
revolutionists.  The  news,  however,  lacks  con- 
firmation. 


Railroad    Notes 


—A  man  was  run  over  and  killed  by  a  train  on 
the  S.  Paulo  railway  at  Santos  on  the  1 1  th . 

—Messrs.  Mendes  &  Garcia,  of  S.  Paulo,  com- 
plain  ihat  merchandise  shipped  to  them  by  the 
Central  railway  from  this  city  on  April  Iltli  had  not 
reached  tbem  up  to  the  nth  inst. 

—According  to  the  Jornat  do  Commercio,  of  the 
Ilth,  ihe  final  surveys  of  124  kilometres  of  the 
Estreito  e  S.  Francisco  to  Chopim  railway  have 
Iwen  submitted  to  the  government,  and  those  for 
another  section  of  120  kilometres  will  shortly  he 
sent  in  to  the  department  of  agriculture. 

—The  division  under  ihe  direction ,of  Mr.  W.  F. 
Shunlc,  of  the  surveying  party  now  making  recon- 
naissance for  the  Pan  American  railway,  which 
recently  reached  ihe  Colombian  capital,  Bogota,  re- 
ports Ihe  difficulty  of  railway  construction  south- 
wards  into  Ecuador  as  Iwing  far  less  lhan  has 
hitherto  been  supposed.  This  is  saying  much,  as 
it  has  always  been  feared  that  the  passage  of  the 
mountains  between  Popayan  and  Ibarra  would 
prove  almost  impossible, —Uruguay  News,  May  1. 
—We  are  in  receipt  of  complaints  from  engineers 
on  ihe  Ubatuba  and  Titubate"  railway  that  they  have 
been  unable  lo  obtain  their  pay  from  ihe  grantees, 
or  contractors,  Messrs.  Normanton  St  Lara.  Seven- 
teen in  all  are  in  ihis  fix,  and  some  of  them  have 
not  money  enough  10  get  away  from  Taubate\  They 
say  that  ,£800  would  pay  what  is  owing  to  all  of 
them,  and  yet  for  a  sum  like  this  the  company  is 
willing  to  compromise  its  reputation,  and  1«  guilty 
of  an  act  of  gross  injustice!  Railway  companies 
desiring  good  men  would  do  an  act  of  kindness  by 
giving  these  men  a  situation,  and  wewill  l«  glad  to 
receive  proposals  for  transmission  to  them. 


Aluminium  Money.  — Sir  Henry  Bessemer 
suggests  to  the  British  government  the  substitution 
of  tokens  made  of  aluminium  for  bank  notes  of 
small  denominations.  He  thinks  that  they  could 
be  made  so  as  to  defy  counterfeiters,  while  they 
would  be  agreeable  to  the  eye,  clean  to  handle  and 
so  light  as  to  prevent  their  being  mistaken  for 
silver.  They  would  certainly  not  be  subject  to  the 
parasite,  which  scientists  tell  us  soon  infects  the 
much  handled  paper  bill,  nor  would  they  be  nearly 
so  liable  as  paper  to  transmit  disease  from  one 
holder  to  another.

Co.  is  sending  out  a  chartered  steamer,  the  Martha, 
for  the  present  trip.  The  Martha  is  expected  to 
arrive  in  a  day  or  two. 

—A  local  journal  thinks  it  peculiar  that  Napoleon 
Bonaparte  should  be  a  lieutenant  in  the  state  of 
Minas  Geraes.  It  is  not  nearly  so  peculiar  as  that 
Ignatz  von  Doellinger  should  be  a  major  in  the 
national  guard  of  Kio  de  Janeiro. 

—Two  valuable  additions  lo  the  Brazilian  com- 
mission fur  the  Chicago  exposition  are  rumored: 
one  is  Sr.  Ladislao  Netto,  the  Rio  museum  expert, 
and  the  other  Sr.  Manoel  Buarque  de  Macedo,  an 
able  and  experienced  company  organizer.

—A  curious  typographical  error  came  under  our 
observation  a  lew  days  ago,  in  which  a  contem- 
porary wished  to  say,  in  a  note  on  coffee  culture  in 
Africa,  that  coffee  is  cultivated  in  Liberia."  The 
compositor,  however,  made  the  curious  mistake  of 
substituting  an  "S"  for  the  "  L"  in  Liberia,  the 
mistake  passed  unnoticed,  and  the  item  lias  since 
been  fioinc  the  rounds  of  the  press  to  the  effect 
thai  "  coffee  is  cultivated  111  Siberia." 

—As  a  tailoring  man's  bank  the  Banco  dos 
0 pei arias  is  peculiar.  In  a  list  of  recalcitrant 
shareholders  published  on  the  16th,  llie  following 
are  some  of  llie  names:  Conde  de  Leopoldina, 
1,900  shares,  ltanco  de  Credito  Real  do  Brazil, 
45,375,  Banco  Constructor,  10,000,  Mnnoel  Teixeira 
da  Silvn  Cotta,  11,000,  Visconde  de  Faro  e  Oliveira 
1,000,  Dr.  Theodurelo  Carlos  de  Farla  Soulo, 
1,000,  etc.     All  of  the   above  arc  "  sons  of  toil  ?  " 

—Minister  Salvador  de  Mendonca  seems  lo  have 
got  into  a  very  disagreeable  quarrel  in  New  York 
with  the  ambitions  steamship  company  organizer, 
Sr.  da  Coslo.  There  appears  lo  have  been  a  woman 
in  it  and  the  minister  was  impolite  enough  lo  call 
Cosla  a  "mulatto."  The  iatlcr  thereupon  pro- 
ceeded to  call  his  official  representative  a  choice 
assortment  ol  names  and  sent  him  a  challenge  to 
fight  a  duel.  The  Washington  and  New  York 
papers  of  the  12th  ult.  give  the  particulars. 

— According  lo  0  Tempo,  on  the  I2tli  inst.  a  dis- 
tress warrant  was  levied  on  the  offices  ol  a  company 
here  and  the  lwiliffs  secured  "  a  map  of  Petropolis 
in  a  gilt  frame,  two  brass  door-plates,  a  wooden 
trunk,  old  and  much  battered,  an  empty  lin  box 
with  a  locked  padlock,  three  pictures  in  black 
frames,  two  rublter  stamps  and  a  tavatlete,"  The 
journal  adds:  "  the  promoters  of  this  company  are 
eminent  capitalists  and  roll  in  carriages  drawn  by 
splendid  teams." 

—The  strike  ol  cartmen  who  remove  garbage 
from  private  houses  still  continues,  lo  the  discom- 
fort and  annoyance  of  the  public  anil  the  discredit 
of  the  auihonlies  through  whom  it  has  been  brought 
about.  The  streets  are  becoming  filthy,  garbage  is 
being  burned  in  the  streets,  and  unsightly,  nauseous 
heaps  are  appearing  in  public  squares,  left  there  by 
Gary  carls  and  hand-carts.  In  the  D.  Pedro  II 
square,  just  behind  the  Panorama,  is  a  large  and 
extremely  disgusting  deposit,  whose  slench  is  bad 
enough  to  make  even  an  old  resident  wince. 

—We  regret  to  note  a  serious  accident  to  the 
Chargeurs  Reunis  steamer  Parana,  which  went 
ashore  on  the  Massambaba  beach  Sunday  morning 
at  9  o'clock.  No  lives  were  lost  and  the  position 
of  the  vessel  is  considered  favorable,  but  in  the 
absence  of  proper  appliances  it  is  not  certain 
whether  she  can  be  saved.  The  Parana  is  home- 
ward bound  from  Buenos  Aires  and  had  ISopassen- 
gers  and  a  cargo  of  wool,  hides  and  grease.  The 
steamer  lies  head  on  to  the  beach,  and  steam  tugs 
are  now  at  work  trying  tohaul  her  astern.  Several 
steam  tugs  have  been  sent  to  her  assistance. 

—It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  contention  of 
Ruy  Barhosa,  the  Jornal  do  Commereio  and  ('.vett- 
ing Post  that  ihe  reciprocity  treaty  between  Brazil 
and  ihe  United  States  was  secured  ihrough  an 
agreement  to  exclude  alt  other  nations  from  a  simi- 
lar favor  (notwithstanding  ihe  law  to  the  contrary) 
is  now  reduced  to  an  assertion  that  there  was  a 
"private  understanding"  to  lhat  effect.  Minister 
Salvador  de  Mendonca  expressly  denies  that  there 
was  any  such  agreement,  and  it  is  simply  ridiculous 
to  presume  lhat  Mr.  Blaine  would  be  a  party  to  an 
arrangement  which  a  published  law  would  not 
permit.  The  Jornal  will  have  to  hunt  for  other 
game. 

—A  fatal  accident  occurred  at  No.  38  Rua  do 
Carmo  at  4  o'clock  yesterday  morning,  the  roof  and 
upper  floors  falling  upon  the  first  floor  and  the 
whole  mass  falling  together  to  the  ground  floor, 
resulting  in  the  death  of  seven  persons  and  injuries 
to  others.  The  building  is  old,  and  has  long  been 
considered  unsafe,  the  timbers  being  badly  honey- 
combed by  white  ants.  A  part  of  the  building  was 
occupied  by  a  restaurant.  Laborers  from  Ihe  pub- 
lic works  department,  firemen  and  police  were  em- 
ployed during  the  day  in  removing  the  debris. 
One  little  girl,  5  years  of  age,  was  taken  from  the 
ruins  alive,  nine  hours  after  the  accident.  Oilier 
old  buildings  in  that  locality  have  been  pronounced 
unsafe  and  their  occupants  warned. 


— The  celebration  of  lie  131b  aroused  very  little 
popular  enthusiasm,  either  here  or  elsewhere. 

— Estradas  certainly  means  ways,  and  Metos 
equally  signifies  menus,  but  Estiadns  e  Metes  Is 
hardly  a  fair  translation  for  Ways  and  Means  ;  at 
least,  as  lliese  words  are  generally  understood  in 
parliamentary  language.  Our  lending  morning 
contemporary  will  have  lo  lay  in  another  dictionary. 

—On  the  lot li  inst,  at  5  o'clock  a,  m.  a  dynamite 
bomb  was  thrown  into  kiosque  No,  75,  situated  at 
the  coiner  of  Runs  Cattete  and  BftT&o  de  Cuaiatiba 
ami  rented  to  the  firm  of  Moreira  St  Pereirn.

It  is 
not  known  who  threw  the  bomb, 

-Sr.  Arthur  Teixeira  de  Marado,  consul  general 
in  New  York,  is  transferred  lo  Lisbon.  The  New 
Yoik  consulate  is  vacant.  Apropos  ol  this  country* 
dance  of  consuls,  we  hear  that  llie  removal  of  the 
consul  in  Oporio,  Sr.  Rebel  In,  has  not  been  at  alt 
well  received  by  Brazilians  and  Portuguese  who 
have  had  business  with  llie  consulate.  "To  the 
victors  belong  the  spoils,"  said  Gen,  Jackson,  ami 
llie  conquered  musl  leave  their  consulates  for  llie 
Hushed  victors  of  November  151I1,  1889. 

—The  Jornal  do  Comiiieiew  <>r  the  nth  has  an 
interesting  article  on  gambling  in  iliis  city,  which, 
according  to  the  writer,  has  recently  become 
general.  He  estimates  lhat  within  a  very  small 
space  in  the  central  part  of  the  city  there  are  about 
twenty  gambling  homes  at  which  every  niglil  hun- 
dreds of  contos  are  lost  and  won.  The  amount  of 
tile  bets  011  every  horse-race,  lie  estimates,  averages 
about  800,000$.  Me  attributes,  llie  development  "f 
this  gambling  spirit  to  the  immense  issues  ol  paper 

and  sieps  should  betaken  for  Us  repression.

Financial   Notes 


— A  telegram  from  Buenos  Aires  of  Ihe  131b  says 
the  steamer  Dalton  lias  left  for  Rio  de  Janeiro  wilh 
16,000  pounds  sterling, 

— The  receipts  of  the  custom-house  of  Uio  Grande 
do  Snl  amounted  last  month  lo  21 7, 3 59$ 284  against 
145,704*221  in  April,  1891. 

—The  minister  ol  finance  has  placed  the  sum  of 
2l4,552$4t7lo  Ihe  credit  of  Minus  Geraes,  being 
llie  amount  of  state  export  duties  collected  in  the 
Rio  custom-house  in  April. 

— The  state  of  Alaguas  has  imposed  a  customs 
duty  of  6  per  cent,  on  imports,  in  addition  to  the 
duties  levied  by  t lie  national  government.  This  is 
expre  sly  prohibited  by  the  constitution.  The  im- 
porters are  protesting  against  the  lax. 

—At  a  meeting  of  ihe  shareholders  of  the  British 
Bank  of  South  America  in  London  on  the  loth  they 
were  informed  by  the  president  of  the  board  of 
directors  lhat  the  bank's  profit  in  the  transaction 
with  the  Banco  de  Credito  Universal  was 
,£205,426. 

—On  the  30th  ult.  Ihe  minister  of  finance  notified 
Ihe  chief  of  the  governing  junta  of  llie  state  of 
Sergipe,  lhat  the  Treasury  would  no  longer  pay  the 
interest  nnd  sinking  fund  on  the  debt  contracted 
with  the  Banco  da  Lavoura  e  do  Commerclo.  unless 
a  special  appropriation  was  secured  from  Congress 
fortius  purpose. 

— On  the  nth  the  Jornal  do  Commereio  published 
a  telegram  stating  lhat  negociations  were  on  foot 
for  a  foreign  loan,  the  issuing  price  being  the  very 
low  rate  of  69.  It  would  be  a  mistake  lor  Brazil  to 
ask  for  money  now  ;  lor,  if  Ihe  Treasury  can  hold 
out  for  another  twelve-month,  we  are  of  opinion 
that  money  will  be  offered  from  London. 

-—We  hear  many  complaints  of  the  delay  of  ihe 
liquidators  of  the  oid  English  Bank  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  in  paying  out  the  ^ao.ooo  bonus  voted  for 
ihe  deserving  clerks  ol  thai  institution  in  Brazil. 
The  directors  were  much  praised  at  the  time  for 
their  liberality,  but  up  lo  the  present  moment  the 
young  men  here  in  Brazil  have  received  not  a 
penny  of  it.  The  liquidators  should  lose  no  further 
lime  in  distributing  the  money. 

—The  London  and  Brazilian  Bank  occupies  in 
Brazil  a  somewhat  simitar  position  to  that  of  the 
London  and  River  Plate  Bank  in  Argentina,  and, 
like  it,  succeeds  in  doing  a  profitable  and  sound 
business  in  spite  of  revolutions  and  of  the  worst 
that  quack  politicians  nnd  financiers  can  do  in  the 
way  of  depreciating  the  currency  and  generally 
demoralising  the  commercial  position  of  the  coun- 
try. The  value  of  the  Brazilian  mil  reis  has  fallen 
in  two  years  from  par— two  shillings  and  ihree- 
pence — to  50  per  cent,  discount,  or  worse.  Yet  the 
London  and  Brazilian  Bank  has  not  only  maintained, 
but  has  increased  ils  profits  in  sterling  money,  and 
can  afford  to  increase  its  dividend,  as  well  as  to 
make  part  provision  for  the  depreciation  in  the  cur- 
rency value  of  its  capital.  Mr.  Pascoe  Glyn,  the 
chairman,  professed  to  entertain  some  doubt  as  to 
the  cause  of  Ihe  decline  in  exchange,  hut  we  do  not 
think  there  is  much  question  about  it.  There  can 
he  only  one  result  of  Ihe  creation  of  practically  un- 
limited quantities  of  currency  by  the  agency  of  llie 
printing  press,  and  with  a  sublime  disregard  of 
economic  conditions,— Money,  April  f  6th . 


Educating  Pook  Students.— The  New  Chi- 
cago University,  to  which  Mr,  Rockefeller  has 
made  such  princely  donations,  means  to  provide 
facilities  that  will  enable  the  poorest  students  to 
enjoy  its  advantages  and  honors.  With  this  end  in 
view  it  is  building  a  great  dormitory,  in  which 
comfortable,  but  plainly  furnished  rooms  can  be 
had  for  50  and  75  cents  a  week.  It  will  also  con- 
tain a  dining  hall  managed  on  the  restaurant  plan, 
where  good  board  can  be  had  for  $2  a  week.  Tt  is 
said  that  applications  have  already  been  received 
from  1,500  young  men  and  women  who  desire  to 
enter.     The  classes  will  open  in  October  next. 


Thk.uk  can  be  little  doubt  as  to  the  accuracy  of 
the  private  advices,  quoted  by  Ihe  Times  corres- 
pondent nt  Buenos  Aires,  to  the  effect  that  Hie  mor- 
tality returns  rewarding  llie  yellow  lever  in  Brand 
are  greatly  understated,  The  careless  habits  of  the 
lower  classes  in  Brazil  render  prevention  impos- 
(Able  ;  but  there  is  absolutely  no  excuse  for  the  in* 
chlTi'ieuee  lo  the  most  ordinary  sanitary  precautions 
which  clmrnclerlses  the  Brazilian  authorities,  Upon 
llie  wealthier  members  of  ihe  English  colony,  who 
have  their  residences  in  Petropolis,  Tijucn,  or  the 
Lavangeirns  valley,  llie  scourge  falls  but  lightly  J 
bill  with  those  who  cannot  afford  ihe  luxury  of  a 
suhniban  residence  the  case  is  very  different. 
Therein  lies  the  explanation  or  the  plausible  ndver- 
Itsements  constantly  wanting  "clerks  for  Brazil  "- 
who  are  required  to  fill  the  many  vacancies  caused 
by  Ihe  fever.  Ignorant  of  the  fact  that  what 
appears  a  comfortnhle  salary  in  England  is  a  mere 
pittance  in  Brazil,  new  clerks  go  out,  Ihe  yellow 
fever  docs  its  work,  and  the  advertisements  re- 
nppear.— Financial  AVw,  March  29,

Our  saladeristas  have  made  a  coinliinatiiii, 
to  slop  killings  of  cattle  on  the  10th  June  next. 

Hides.— In  the  beginning  0!  the  month,  some  saladeristas 
still  succeeded  obtaining  the  former  prices  of  251  reis  per 
%  kilo,  for  heavy  ok  and  jS;  reis  per  >i  kilo,  for  light  ox  and 
cowhides,  but  later  on  business  was  done  at  243  reis  per 
H  kilo,  (or  the  former  and  ai  183  reis  per  <A  kilo,  for  the  latter 
description,  equal  to  3^-2  13116V  stg.  per  \i  kilo,  free  on 
board,  with  freight  and  commissi  m,  at  which  figures  a  large 
number  of  hides  was  contracted  tot.  At  present  the  tone  of 
the  market  is  again  flatter,  the  news  from  Europe  being 
worse  and  worse,  but  so  far  no  business  has  been  done  at 
lover  quotations,  as  the  majority  of  the  saladeristas  are  still 
fulfilling  their  former  engagements.  Dry  hides,  as  well  as 
other  produce,  have  come  forward  on  an  extremely  small 
scale,  and  therefore  business  has  likewise  been  of  a  retail 
character  oi.ly.  The  last  small  salt^  of  dry  hides  were  re- 
ported  for  Hamburg  at  830  reis  pel  kilo,  for  American,  equal 
to  n'id  stg.  and  at  930  reis  per  kilo,  for  heavy  hides,  equal 
10  13^  stg.  per  kilo,  free  on  board  with  commission  and 
steamer-freight,  at  which  quotations  there  Still  appear  to  be 
buyers,  but  the  disposable  stock   of  hides   is  almost  nil.
